OTHER STEPS TO COMBAT AIRCRAFT HIJACKING AND TERRORISM: 

LONDON. ROME, TEL AVIV, JERUSALEM, ATHENS, BONN AND 
PARIS. 
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2. THEY REQUEST FOLLOWING INFORMATION BE HANDLED ON NEED 
TO KNOW AND NO PUBLICITY, LOW PROFILE BASIS. 

TEAM CONSISTS OF BILL RICHARDSON OF SENATE FOREIGN 
RELATIONS COMMITTEE STAFF, AND MICHAEL KRAFT AND BARRY 
SCHOCHET, FOREIGN POLICY STAFF AIDES TO SENATORS 
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CLIFFORD CASE (R-NJ) AND RICHARD STONE (D-FLA), 
RESPECTIVELY-BOTH SENATORS MEMBERS SENATE FOREIGN 
RELATIONS COMMITTEE. RICHARDSON AND KRAFT WILL BE 
STOPPING IN LONDON, ROME AND TEL AVIV, MEETING SCHOCHET 
THERE. RICHARDSON PROCEEDS ON ANOTHER ASSIGNMENT AND 
KRAFT-SCHOCHET WILL THEN TRAVEL ATHENS, FRANKFURT AND 
PARIS. 

3. STAFFDEL WILL BE EXPLORING FEASIBILITY OF VARIOUS 
PENDING LEGISLATIVE PROPOSALS (RIBICOFF BILL S 2236) 

WHICH INCLUDE SUSPENSION OF AIR SERVICE TO COUNTRIES WHICH 
AID AND ABET TERRORISM OR HAVE IMPROPER AIRPORT SECURITY 
STANDARDS, PUBLICATION OF TRAVELERS' ADVISORIES 
PUBLICLY CITING UNSAFE AIRPORTS, TIGHTENED SCREENING OF 
FREIGHT AND MAIL FROM COUNTRIES LISTED AS AIDING 
TERRORISM, AND REFUSAL TO GRANT EXPORT LICENSES TO 
SUCH COUNTRIES. THEY SEEK BRIEFING ON LEGISLATIVE AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE PROPOSALS UNDER CONSIDERATION OR RECENTLY 
IMPLEMENTED IN OTHER COUNTRIES, EXTENT OF INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATION AGAINST TERRORISM INCLUDING EXCHANGES OF 
INFORMATION AND WISH TO EXPLORE OTHER POSSIBLE PRESSURE 
POINTS AGAINST INTERNATIONAL TERRORISTS AND COUNTRIES 
WHICH SUPPORT TERRORISTS WITH TRAINING, SANCTUARIES 
AND OTHER ASSISTANCE.
